Dover is Mastering 


By L. D. HUNTER 


T° those of us who knew 
the Straits of Dover dur- 
our last period of disagree- 
ment with Germany the first 
months of this war presented 
a strange contrast, 


From the early days of the 
114-28 campaign we had 
been confronted with a Ger- 
man penetration to the coast, 
with  Nieuport-Bains . some 
20 miles, NE. of the sorely- 
tried tawn of Dunkirk as the 
high-water mark of — the 
enemy's advance, Dover sea 
forces, were thus early re- 
conciled to the permanent 
presence of the enemy within 
a few miles of their gates, 
and took action accordingly. 


Almost daily contact with 
shore batteries and surface 
ships was the order of those 
days, in addition to the opera- 
tions necessary for the block- 
ing of the Straits against 
enemy submarines. Although 
the air menace in all its mo- 
aspects confronted 
Dover from the beginning of 
the present war, this last 
duty—prevention of submar- 
ine activity—was the princi- 
pal pre-occupastion of the 
Command there during the 
winter of 1989 and the spring 
of 1940.- . 

x & RR 

News of surface craft like- 
ly to menace the Dover area 
only began to come through 
during ‘the weeks preceding ' 
the invasion of Holland and 
Belgium. . 


Indeed, if reports are to be’ 
believed, even to-day the sur- 
face forces of the enemy are -:

In o survey of the modern Press, 
Mr Wickham Steed, a former editor 
of The Times, London, describes 
Journalism: as something more than 
u craft and different from an tn- 
dustry. In his view it is a vocation, 
which is at once an art and an in- 
dustry, Ft isa trusteeship, not unlike 
that which is held) by physictans; 
with this difference, however, that 
while a dishonest doctor can harm 
at worst only « few dozen or a few 
score patients, u dishonest journalist 
muy poison the minds of hundreds of 
(housands of his felow-men. The 
moral responsibility of the Press ts 
thus ukin to that of ministers’ of re- 
ligion, statesmen, and the lenders of 
publle thought, 

There are important considerations 
In view of the fact that what nppears 
in the news and editorial columns of 
Ue dally press constitutes so much, 
perhaps the greater part, of the read- 
Ing of the people at large. One of the 
practien) problems of the Press {s to 
decide upon the length of editorial 
articles preferred by the overage 
render Mr, Steed Is quite sure that 
newspaper readers do not now possess 
the powers of sustained attention that 
they possessed before the Great War. 
Newspaper articles are now, as a 
general thing, shorter than they used 
to be, and this, it is said, Is ‘at lenst 
partly due to the fact that when 
people have undergone a long period 
of strain they ore apt to be impatient 
with any statement that they cannot 
take in almost at a glance, 

Nevertheless, it is tolerably clear 
that the continual use of short dis- 
jointed sentences tn an ill-construct- 
ed paragraph containing mere slogans 
and brief ex cathedra utterances, 
while it may sult people in regiment- 
ed countries who feel themselves 
incapable of thinking things out for 
themselves, does not satisfy thought- 
ful men in free countries. There are 
no shortcuts to the formation of 
sound opinions, Of course, short and 
pithy articles have thelr ploce, but

TWO BLOCKADES 


APAN is blockading China 
in the Enat as Great 
Britain in bluckading Europe 
in the West. That ix a very 
significant fact. 


It means that the Murasian 
continent. ia shut off from the 
world on three sides, Kurope 
being geographically no more 
than the north-western pen- 
insula of Asin 


The Polar Sea keeps the 
fourth side dosed fer sis or 
eight months in the vear 
Thus Great Britain and Ja 
pan are blockading half a 
hemisphere 


Tt will be interesting to 
compare Japan's blockade 
with Great Britain's, and see 
how far they resemble one 
another and wherein — they 
differ, both as regards their 
incidence and their results. 

The Japanese — blockade 
stretches from Shanghalk- 
wan, where the Great Wall 
enters the sea, to Haiphong, 
nu distance of 2,000 miles 
menaured along the steamship 
route down the China cous, 
the British blockade reaches 
from the North Cape inside 
the Arctic Circle round the 
Arctic Circle round the At- 
lantic const of Europe and 
through the Mediterrancan to 
Haifa, a distunce of 6,000 
miles. Thus both navies have 
a formidable length of coust- 
line to watch 


Asia To Europe 


Beyond that stark fact, 
there Is no possible compart- 
son; the task of the mightier 
British navy is incomparably 
more difficult. 

It is not) merely that the 
European coast is far more 
complicated and hazardous 
than the China coast, it is not 
that Dictator Europe has a 
navy of sorts, whereas China 
hos none, and caniot build one 
because ahe has not a single 
seaport; but Japan has large 
armies opersting on — the 
China coast and mainland. 
There is no point where a 
ship could discharge cargo 
with the hope of reaching the 
Chinese armies in the interi- 
or. 

There are a dozen overland 
routes from Asia into Europe 
over which Great Britain has 
no control——through | Mur- 
mansk, or via the Trans- 
Siberian railway, or the 
Turk-Sib railway and the 
Caspian Sea, and others.

FAN) those of us who kne' 

the Straits of Dover dur- 
our last) period of disagree-
